JERSEY CITY BANK FAILS: 
FDIC TO PAY $23,000,000 


Largest Settlement on Insured Deposits to 
Date, With Almost 39,000 to Be 
Reimbursed. 


By the Associated Press, 

JERSEY CITY, N. J., Feb. 14— 
The New Jersey Title Guarantee & 
Trust Co. failed to open today and 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 
poration announced it would pay 
claims of approximately $23,000,000, 
the largest payoff of insured de- 
posits it has ever made. 


A statement issued by FDIC 
Chairman Leo T. Crowley, as a no- 
tice of closing was pasted on the 
bank’s doors here, said more than 
39,000 depositors would be reim- 
bursed. Almost all are fully cov- 
ered by the $5000 maximum indi- 
vidual insurance coverage, thé 
statement said. , 

The bank's board of directors vot- 
ed last night to place the deposi- 
tory in the hands of State Bank- 
ing Commissioner Louis Reilly for 
liquidation. 

Crowley said in his statement: 
“The bank has been working for 
some time with supervisory au- 
thorities to develop a program that 
would relieve its frozen condition, 
which resulted from the accumu- 
lation of large holdings of real es- 
tate and other illiquid assets. Their 
efforts to restore a reasonable de- 


ee of liquidity were unsuccess- 
ful.” 

Crowley said 50 employes would 
begin today setting up records of 
insured claims in the hope of start- 
ing payments within two weeks. 
The main bank had five branches. 

Former United States Senator 
John Milton, who was special coun- 
sel to the bank, said he had been 
engaged for the past month “in 
connection with certain efforts” to 
prevent its closing. 

Gov. A. Harry Moore was listed 
among 17 directors of the bank, 
which had total resources of $31,- 
298,478 as of last Dec. 31. 


FDIC to Pay More Than in Any 
Year Since it Began in 1933. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corpora- 
tion said today that the approxi- 
mately $23,000,000 to be paid depos- 
itors of a closed Jersey City bank 
would be a sum larger than any 
paid out in any year since the FDIC 
was created in 2933. 

Last year deposits in 55 insured 
banks which were closed amounted 
to only $10,785,000. 

In the last four years total pay- 
offs in insured banks amounted to 
slightly more than $47,000,000.

Police are holding Albert Twente, 
25, a fellow workman and boyhood 
acquaintance of Smothers, named 
by witnesses as the killer.

There is persuasive evidence that 
he would have succeeded the late 
Justice Benjamin N. Cardozo if 
that appointment had not gone to 
Prof. Felix Frankfurter. 

Wiley Blount Rutledge, dean 
of the University of Iowa School 
of Law and former dean of the 
Washington University Law 
Schoo] at St. Louis. He has the 
support of the younger New Deal- 
ers. He is 44, and, although born 
in Kentucky, most of his life has 
been spent in the Middle West 
and Southwest. He was prom- 
inently mentioned as a successor 
to Justice Cardozo. 

Former Senator Sam Bratton 
of New Mexico, now a Judge in 
the Circuit Court of Appeals in 
the Southwest. His appointment 
would please many of his former 
colleagues in the Senate. He is 
50, and was one of President 
Roosevelt's first judicial appoint- 
ments in 1933. 

Circuit Judge Joseph C. Hutch- 
eson Jr., of Texas, who has the 
support of many Senators from 
the Southwest.

However, political informants 
said that Bonnet’s plea for immedi- 
ate recognition of Franco, backed 
by Daladier, was repulsed, owing to 
the heated opposition of a group 
including Cesar Capminchi, Minister 
of Marine; Paul Reynaud, Finance 
Minister; Georges Mandel, Colonial 
Minister, and Jean Zay, Education 
Minister.

Two of the bonds, totaling $2500, 
had been signed by Joe Webbe, 
who was surety for a host of the 
Democratic election judges and 
clerks indicted in 1936 for registra- 
tion and election frauds. The other 
bonds, for $1000 each, had been 
signed by Joseph Cutter and George 
Khoury. 

Miller told a Post-Dispatch  re- 
porter that he had made the recom- 
mendations because “it was better 
to get half than nothing at all.” He 
gaid that in the cases of forfeited’ 
bonds “we sometimes have. trouble 
collecting anything” and that it was 
the practice to “obtain the best we 
gan get.” 

In his most recent sworn state- 
ment on file with the Circuit Clerk 
for Criminal Causes, Webbe, who 
gave his address as 915 Chouteau 
avenue, listed his net worth above 
liabilities as $17,000. Cutter, who| 
lives at 5943 Washington avenue, 
gave his net worth as $14,000. There 


was no statement on file for 
Khoury. 

The Cirenit Attorney added that 
his office “had nothing to do with 
the approval of the bondsmen.” 
Money received in bond forfeitures 
is turned over to the Board of 
Education, 

One of the bonds signed by 
Webbe, who does a flourishing 
business in the St. Louis courts, 
was for Wesley Edwards, charged 
with grand larceny. It was for 
$1500. Edwards failed to appear at 
his preliminary hearing on May 31, 
1938, and the bond was later or- 
dered forfeited. 

Webbe’'s other bond was for $1000 
for Joe Washington, charged with 
driving when intoxicated. It was 
ordered forfeited when Washington 
did not appear at his preliminary 
hearing on last Oct. 7. 

The $1000 bond signed by Cutter 
was also for a man named Joe 
Washington, charged with grand 
larceny. There was no indication 
in the records transmitted to Jef- 
ferson City whether he was the 
game man for whom Webbe had 
signed a bond. Washington failed 
to appear at his preliminary hear- 
ing on the larceny charge last Dec. 
16. 

Khoury, who has been an unsuc- 
tessful Republican candidate for 
constable and for city committee- 
man, had signed a $1000 bond for 
William Long which was ordered 
forfeited when Long, charged with 
larceny from the person, did not ap- 
pear in court last Nov. 18.

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The 
Senate Banking Committee heard 
a Republican charge today that the 
administration was using Govern- 


ment credit facilities “as an instru- 
ment of foreign policy.” 

The. assertion was made by Sen- 
ator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, during com- 
mittee consideration of a bill to 
continue operations of the Export- 
Import Bank and the Commodity 
Credit Corporation for twp years. 

Although action on the fwo agen- 
cies was postponed, the committee 
agreed to a two-year continuation 
of the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, 

Jesse H. Jones, chairman of both 
the RFC and the Export-Import 
Bank, was questioned by Taft re- 
garding loans to China and Haiti. 
The bank authorized at $25,000,000 
loan to China and an advance of 
about $5,000,000 to Haiti. 

Didn't Talk to Roosevelt. 

“Weren't those loans made as a 
matter of foreign policy?” Taft in- 
quired. 

“I wouldn't say that,” Jones re- 
plied. 

“Was the Chinese loan made on 
the direct order of the President?” 

“No I never talked to him about 
it ” 


“You made a loan to Haiti?” 

“About $4,000,000 or $5,000,000 for 
public improvements in Haiti.” 

Taft offered a proposal to restrict 
lending by the Export-Import Bank 
to $100,000,000. Jones had suggest- 
ed $125,000,000. 

Taft. objected to Jones’ proposal, 
saying that ‘this money may well 
be used to finance a European war 
without Congress knowing anything 
about it.” 

‘You can’t finance much of a war 
with $25,000,000,” interjected Com- 
mitte Chairman Wagner (Dem.), 
New York.

Though the Bar Association plan

In support of its recommenda-

The Council cited one case 
which was appealed to the Su- 
preme Court from the Andrew 
County Circuit Court Nov. 20, 1933.

Court docket Jan. 14, 1936, more 
than two years later. The Su- 
preme Court decided the case 
should have been appealed to the 
Kansas City Court of Appeals and 
sent it there. 

It was decided by that court 
Dec, 7, 1936, but that did not end 
the case. A writ of certiorari was, 
obtained from the Supreme Court 
on the ground that the decision 
of the Kansas City Court of Ap- 
peals was in conflict with deci- 
sions of the Supreme Court. This 
question was heard in the Supreme 
Court May 20, 1937, which in due 
course decided that the Court of 
Appeals decision was in conflict. 
This left the case in the Court 
of Appeals, where it awaits deci- 
sion. It appears that it may be 
finally decided this year, six years 
after it was first appealed.

I was 
under the impression he was a Re- 
publican. 

“But Abraham Lincoln towered 

far above political partisanship. 
He rests in the hearts of the 
American people not as a poli- 
tician but as a great American

—the liberty of men. 
“During the past month those 
temporarily in control of the Gov- 
ernment have expressed their 
views upon the state of the union. 
Tonight in many assemblies over 
the nation you will hear views on 
it from the party of Lincoln. 

“Eighty years ago if an observer 
could have looked down on this 
republic from the high stratos- 
phere he would have seen a nation 
sadly divided and confused. It 
was a nation professing liberty ye* 
holding millions of slaves. It was 
furiously debating property 
rights, states’ rights, decisions of 
the courts, and secession. 

“But high above all this din and 
confusion Lincoln heard the 
supreme chord of all human emo- 
tions—the liberty of men. In the 
triumph of that deepest of all 
moral and spiritual issues the old 
discords sank away. With that 
renewed inspiration from Abra- 
ham Lincoln this nation marched 
on to a glorious progress wun- 
paralleled in the history of man- 
kind. 

A People Divided Again. 

“Today if the observer in the 
high stratosphere were to look 
down on this republic he would 
find a people more sadly divided 
and confused than at any time 
since Lincoln's time. He would see 
the torch of human liberty 
dimming on every continent.

BROWDER PRAISES

In Moscow Paper Says They 
Will Defend Panama Canal 
Against Fascists,

MOSCOW, Feb. 14.—Earl Brow- 
der, general secretary of the Com- 
munist party in the United States, 
in a newspaper article today hailed 
President Roosevelt, Col. Fulgencio 
Batista of Cuba and President Car- 
denas of Mexico as the three dem- 


ocratic leaders destined to play vi- 
tal roles in defense of the Panama 
Canal against Fascist aggression. 

Browder’s article was published 
in Pravda, the Communist party 
newspaper. : 

“All three—Roosevelt, Batista, 
Cardenas—base themselves on the 
democratic masses of their coun- 
tries and, in foreign policy, carry 
on the struggle against Fascist ag- 
gressors,” he wrote. 

In the United States, “on the 
other hand, Republicans and con- 
servative Democrats are working 
more and more actively against 
Roosevelt, demanding a strict pol- 
icy toward Latin America and the 
maintenance of friendly relations 
with Rome, Berlin and Tokyo,” he 
said, 

Browder asserted the Communist 
party in the United States “still 
constitutes an insignificant minor- 
ity in the country, but the influence 
of its political ideas and slogans— 
particularly in connection with the 
democratic front—is taking hold 
more and more among the millions 
of toilers.” 


40 KILLED, 400 INJURED 
IN CAWNPORE RIOTING 


Religious Clashes Also Spread to 
Rangoon From Man- 
dalay.

RANGOON, Burma, Feb. 14.—Po- 
lice used tear gas yesterday to 
check religious clashes which 


spread to this Burmese capital from 


Mandalay where 24 persons were 
killed in a similar demonstration 
Friday. 

While authorities were putting 
down the disorders here following 


a bomb explosion which injured two 


persons, British troops went to the 
aid of police in restoring order at 
Cawnpore, India, scene of renewed 
religious disorders. About 600 per- 
sons were arrested at Cawnpore in 
a:. effort to quell the disturbances 
which had taken an estimated toll 
of 40 dead and 400 injured since its 
outbreak Saturday. 

The Burmese demonstrations 
were described as a continuation 
of disorders beginning July 26, 1938, 
when a mass 1.eeting was held in 
Rangoon to protest against a book 
which it was said contained insults 
to Buddha. 


DECREE ORDERS BUCHAREST 
BAPTIST CHURCHES REOPENED 


Vice-Premier Sets Aside Regula- 
tions That Caused Many to Be 
Closed, and Ministers Arrested. 

By the Associated Press. 

BUCHAREST, Feb. 14.— Ruma- 
nian Vice-Premier Armand Calines- 
cu ordered all Baptist churches in 
Bucharest reopened today under a 
decree abandoning old regulations. 
It was indicated Baptist churches 
in the provinces also might be 
com~ened soon. 

Many Baptist churches were 
closed last fall with enforcement 
of a little-used law which required 
a detailed church membership list 
be furnished to authorities. 

The Executive Committee of the 
Southern Baptist Convention in 
the United States asked President 
Roosevelt Dec. 14 to protest to the 
Rumanian Government against the 
closings. The Rumanian Ministry 
of Popular Custure on Dec. 17 dis- 
closed the arrest of a number of 
Baptist ministers and the closing 
of some churches. It was said then 
that the churches had refused to 
comply with the membership law. 


JAPAN INDICATES 


NOW IT WILL KEEP

British Envoy Informed Oc- 
cupation Will Possibly Be 
Indefinite Because of 
Military Necessity.

TOKYO, Feb. 14.—Foreign Min- 
ister Hachiro Arita today told Sir 
Robert Leslie Craigie, British Am- 
bassador, that Japan probably 


would hold Hainan Island until the 
end of the Chinese war and possi- 
bly indefinitely on the ground of 
military necessity. 

This was along the lines of the 
reply Arita gave the French Am- 
bassador, Charles Arsene Henry,| 
yesterday when Henry asked for in- 
formation on Japan’s plans with 
regard to the island, which is near 
French Indo-China and the British 
colony at Hongkong. Reports of 
the reply to the French, however, 
did not include the word indefinite. 

Sources close to the French Em-

Maj. Robertson Protests Restricting Alr 
Training to College Graduates. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE civilian air reserve plan to teach 

20,000 college men to fly has brought 
forth a mixture of cheers and criticism 
from the assembied civilian pilots of the 
nation: Cheers for the idea of teaching 
that number of men to fly and criticism 
for the apparent discrimination against 
non-college men, 

So far, in all the services, there has 
been good reason for some arbitrary lim- 
itation on candidates. With only a cer- 
tain number of appointments available 
for the army and navy flying schools, the 
line had to be drawn somewhere. But 
there is no excuse for such an arbitrary 
ruling in any proposed pian of Federal 
aid for civilian flight training. Indeed, 
considerable doubt has been expressed by 
many responsible authorities as to 
whether 20,000 college men would turn 
out annually for such training. 

America has thousands of skilled me- 
chanics, garage employes and lathe hands 
who, with their practical mechanical 
knowledge and experienced co-ordination 
in working with machines, would far 
better qualify as candidates for pilots 
than liberal arts students, who would 
be eligible for instruction under the plan. 
College men we must have—but there 
should be no class distinction in a move- 
ment so democratic as the air defense 
needs of our nation. 

It is therefore suggested that whatever 
plan be adopted for Federal aid in civili- 
an flight training, a standard qualifying 
examination be offered, with only age and 
physical requirements to be met. Thus, 
if a college education is an advantage, 
its benefits will be shown.

justly proud. 

Justice Brandeis more than fulfilled the sweep- 
ing promise of the Wilson message. The clarity of 
his logic, his instinctive sympathy for the oppressed, 
his devotion to American institutions, stand forth in 
scores of brilliantly written opinions—frequently mi- 
nority dissents in former years, but more usually of 
late the voice of the majority. From his devotion to 
the individual's welfare came the sustaining Bran- 
deis concept that American society must safeguard 
itself from monopoly, and foster small-unit enterprise. 

The venerable Justice had another rounded career 
before he came to the bench: that of crusader for 
public welfare. His list of achievements in that role 
was a long one, fully competent to stand beside his 
record in guiding the trend of constitutional devel- 
opment while on the court. 

Even in the necessarily aloof atmosphere of the Su- 
preme Court, Justice Brandeis never lost his interest 
in public affairs and the immediacies of social evo- 
lution. This leads to the hope that retirement does 
not mean the end of his usefulness; that health will 
permit “this friend of justice and of men” to exert 
his personal influence in the nation’s everyday life 
and in the causes close to his heart. 

“Instead of amending the Constitution, I would 
amend men’s economic and social ideals,” Justice 
Brandeis once wrote. There spoke a spirit which 
age cannot deter from the ceaseless quest, 
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DR. J. A. GRAY’S DISCLAIMER. 

We are glad to print today a letter from Dr. J. A. 
Gray, member of the Legislature from Atchison 
County, pointing out that, although he is on the 
Constitutional Amendment Committee, he did not 
vote for the Spearman resolution. Dr, Gray, on the 
other hand, led the fight in committee against this 
measure, designed to wreck the new conservation 
setup in Missouri. 

We welcome disclaimers from other members of 
the committee, Perhaps in that way the public will 
discover which members were for the Spearman reso- 
lution and which were against it. The Post-Dispatch 
published the names of all the committee members 
because they voted in secret and there was no way 
of telling how they divided. . 

Why, incidentally, does this secrecy prevail? Why 
are members of the Legislature unwilling to let the 
public know how they vote in committee on impor- 
tant measures? 
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ABRAHAM LINCOLN—PRE-TRIAL PIONEER. 
The pre-trial device, for expediting the workings 
of justice, is a new idea, its advocates are saying. 
It is true the plan was first put into effect less than 
seven years ago in Detroit, and is viewed as an in- 


novation wherever it is discussed. Nevertheless, it 
has a venerable and distinguished background. 
About a century ago, at Springfield, Abe Lincoln 
was not only advocating but actually practicing the 
same thing. One client, whom the young lawyer 
urged to settle amicably with his opponent, asked 
what Lincoln would charge to go into court. “Well,” 
he replied, “it will cost you $10, but I won’t charge 
you anything if you can settle it between your- 
selves.” The case was settled, says the account 
published in “Lincoln Talks,” Emanuel Hertz’s new 
compilation of anecdotes about the war President. 
Another story tells of a farmer, quarreling with 
a neighbor about a boundary line, who consulted 
Lincoln about bringing suit. He got this advice: 

, If you go on with this, it will cost both of 
you your farms, and will entail an enmity that 
will last for generations and perhaps lead to 
murder. The other man has just been here to 
engage me. Now, I want you two to sit down in 
my office while I am gone to dinner and talk 
it over, and try to settle it. And, to secure you 
from any interruption, I will lock the door. 

The two men had a laugh over being locked in, and 
speedily settled their dispute. 

The episodes illustrate two great advantages of 
pre-trial: economy and conciliation. If the plan 
commended itself to the commonsense mind of Lin- 
coln, it ought to be equally good for our own gen- 
eration.

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THE I. C, C. APPOINTMENTS. 

The heated controversy over the appointment of 
Thomas R, Amlie to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has served to obscure the excellent choice 
which President Roosevelt has made in naming J. 
Haden Aildredge, transportation economist for the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, to that body. 

In appointing Mr. Alldredge, the President has 
moved to fulfill the pledge he gave Southern Con- 
gressmen to do his part toward correcting discrim- 
inatory freight rates in return for their support for 
the wage-hour bill. Mr. Alldredge is aggressively 
in favor of removing the freight differentials which 
for years have operated to retard the industrial de- 
velopment of the South. 

The Post-Dispatch, in supporting the wage-hour 
bill, took cognizance of the need for removing the 
freight rate discrimination. We stated that when the 
Roosevelt administration took action toward remov- 
ing the sectional wage differential, it assumed re- 
sponsibility for lifting from Southern industry the 
disadvantages of a freight rate structure which makes 
it much easier for Northern and Eastern industry to 
ship manufactured goods into the South than for the 
South to send similar goods north. 

Since the South and the West have made common 
cause against freight rate discrimination, there ap- 
pears to be little question that the Alldredge ap- 
pointment will be confirmed. 

The Amlie appointment falls in a different cate- 
gory. In many ways, the presence on the Interstate 
Commerce Commission of an ardent Progressive of 
Mr. Amlie’s stripe would be a healthful thing. To 
use a familiar figure, he would be a catfish stirring 
up the inert herrings in the stagnant waters of 
bureaucracy. 

It is, of course, inaccurate to accuse him of being 
a Communist. As a matter of fact, he has been bit- 
terly denounced by Communist organs. He is an 
economic planner, identified with the “industrial ex- 
pansion” school, which advocates Government regu- 
lation to lower prices on an increased volume of pro- 
duction. 

The real objection to Mr. Amlie lies not in his 
social philosophy—as to this, he would be a minority 
of one among 11 men—but in certain incidental ef- 
fects. It tends to deepen the rift between the Presi- 
dent and Congress and to prevent the co-operation 
which is urgently needed between the executive and 
judicial branches. It is not necessary to join the 
anti-Amlie witch hunt to read in this appointment a 
deliberate attempt on Mr. Roosevelt’s part, as he 
himself might put it, to “stir up the animals,” 

The appointment works against the social cohe- 
sion which the country needs to achieve as an armor 
against the various isms which are seeking to under- 
mine democracy. 

When there were other’ men available who pre- 
sumably could defend the President’s transportation 
views just as ably and aggressively, it is difficult 
to become enthusiastic over an appointment which 
was bound to bring a clamor of dissension.

The little flurry of success at the November polls: 
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Defenses Against Propaganda 


Despite our vaunted literacy, modern man is more susceptible to dishonest methods of 
persuasion than his ancestors, says educator; protection lies in appreciation of 


social and cultural forces that rule us, 


and in understanding of principles of con- 


stitutional freedom; need is for citizens able to “pass judgment upon statesmen.” 


From a Radio Address by James Bryant Conant, President of Harvard University; 
Reprinted from Listener's Digest. 


SUPPOSE there are very few people out- 
| side of the institutions for the feeble- 

minded who would admit that their chief 
desire in life is to be a complacent victim 
of propaganda. Most people pride them- 
selves on being reasonable individuals, sub- 
ject to the effects of legitimate argument, 
but impervious to a campaign based on emo- 
tional irritants and lies. 

Yet it might be well argued that the mod- 
ern man is more susceptible to propaganda 
than his ancestors; surely the spread of lit- 
eracy among the population has made an 
appeal to “reason” greater in volume, to all 
events, than ever before. And right here is 
the danger spot in the present situation. An 
appeal to “reason” that is in reality an ap- 
peal to unreason has a poisonous effect upon 
the individual and upon society. 

The venom works in two ways; in the first 
place, it deadens the brain so that in time 
no really rational decisions are possible; 
secondly, if the victim recovers from an at- 
tack and realizes he has been deluded, his 
reactions are likely to be anti-social and de- 
structive. It seems to me that we need to 
fortify ourselves against the so-called ap- 
peals to reasgn which in reality are appeals 
to unreason, if we are to come through un- 
scarred, 

One approach to the subject fs to attempt 
to distinguish sharply between relatively 
honest and clearly dishonest propaganda. 
We can take no exception to the methods 
of straightforward debate, even though the 
arguments may be part of a “concerted 
movement to propagate a particular doc- 
trine” which we consider most pernicious, 
The line is not easy to draw. The scrupu- 
lous debater does not feel it necessary to 
enrage his audience by offensive language 
or to prejudice his side of the case by un- 
necessarily arousing the hostile emotions 
of the man he is trying to convert. 

At the risk of being considered a heretic, 
I venture the opinion that as citizens we 
are supposed to make far too many rational 
decisions on matters of public policy. By 
this I mean not only at the polls as voters, 
but in various groups, be they mutual bene- 
fit organizations, local clubs or boards of 
directors. Many propagandists would fain 
have us believe we can make logical judg- 
ments, when in reality they are cynically 
playing upon our emotions.

In support of my position I may call as a 
witness a political scientist, Prof. Holcombe. 
As he has pointed out, it was formerly be- 
lieved in many quarters that “it was nec- 
essary to teach everybody the duties of 
each public office. .. . Public opinion, it was 
believed, must know everything and be capa- 
ble of deciding everything. ... This has be- 
come an impossible task. ... Statesman- 
ship is a profession which in the new 
democracy every citizen need not try to 
practice. It is enough if the general body 
of citizens are competent to pass judgment 
upon the statesmen.” 

To this end, Prof. Holcombe suggests that 
every citizen should be taught the funda- 
mental principles of American constitution- 
al government, but not the details. He 
should further be made acquainted with the 
psychology of public opinion and the meth- 
ods of manipulating this opinion commonly 

He should be taught the im- 


portance of due process of law and, above 
all, the meaning of justice and liberty under 
the American Constitution. 

But how are these broad principles to 
be taught? By the study of American his- 
tory; no mere memorizing of dates and 
names, but a mature study of the problems 
of the past. By considering the pros and 
cons of historic debates of previous gener- 
ations, a student can exercise his own judg- 
ment on matters of political importance rel- 
atively unhampered by the propagandist. 

By a deep immersion in our own cultural 
history—the political, social, scientific and 
literary history of this country—lI believe 
an education for citizenship can be achieved. 
To this end I believe we must emphasize 
mature study and discussion of the political 
problems of the past, but also more appre- 
ciation of the cultural forces which have 
shaped our history. 

« * * 

An appreciation of the history of the emo- 
tional life of a period as expressed through 
art, literature and religion is as important 
as a knowledge of affairs of state. We must 
resist the demand for a study of the contem- 
porary which is a dangerous short cut to the 
solution of contemporary problems. 

Free interpretation of history at the ma- 
ture level, not indoctrination of children, is 
surely what is desired in a democracy. I 
am not much of an enthuiast about the 
study of history in school, particularly in 
the earlier years, The methods of the to- 
talitarian state in this regard always come 
to my mind when this subject is discussed. 

There is all the difference in the world 
between the study of American history at 
the age of 11 and at 20. There is all the 
difference in the world between studying 
even the two best histories written (one to 
the “right,” the other to the “left”) and 
really digging into some period of history. 
It is only the latter process which has cul- 
tural value. It is only by coming to un- 
derstand, to some degree at least, the men 
of a former age, their successes and fail- 
ures, their joys and griefs, their delusions 
and their prophetic visions, that one gains 
broad experience, 


WHY AN AMENDMENT? 
From The Nation. 
R. ROOSEVELT takes the view that 
the sixteenth amendment to the Consti- 
tution, permitting taxes on “income from 
whatever source derived,” means exactly 
what it says. He has therefore suggested to 
Congress that the practice of tax exemption, 
having been created by a mere statute, may 
be ended in the same way. Such a simple 
approach, however, has been castigated by 
the New York Times, the Wall Street Jour- 
nal and some other commentators. 
Certainly, they agree, tax exemption is 
economically undesirable and should be abol- 
ished, but the only decent way to do it is to 
submit the question to the nation in the 
form of a constitutional amendment. They 
do.not appear to dispute the obvious mean- 
ing of the sixteenth amendment; rather they 
argue that disregard of this meaning has 
become hallowed by time. This amounts to 
a claim that the Constitution can be altered 
by usage—a strange doctrine to be advo- 
cated by those who normally are the most

A Blow at Rate Differentials 


From Editorial Research Keports. 


RESIDENT ROOSEVELT has nomi- 
Pratea J. H. Alldredge, transportation 
economist for TVA, to replace F. J. Mace 
Manamy on the Interstate Commerce Com 
mission. Confirmation of the appointment 
will probably swing on geographica! as well 
as political lines, because the new nominee 
supports the contention that present rail 
road freight rates on manufactured articies

For some years the South and West have 
contended that they were inadequately rep 
resented on the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. That contention was largely re 
sponsible for the successful opposition to 
five I. C. C. nominees in less than 20 


years. In the pending Amlie nomination, 
the President was moving to replace one 
Wisconsonian by another, but in the All 


dredge nomination, a Southerner replaces an 
Easterner. 

The I. C. C. is now getting ready to decide 
on the petition, filed in May, 1937, of nine 
Southern Governors for lower freight rates 
from the South to the North. The petition- 
ers point out that on most manufactured 


articles the class and commodity rates are 
considerably higher on a shipment from 
Southern to Eastern territory than on a ship 
ment of comparable distance within the 


Eastern territory.

The South claims that this rate structure 
tends to keep manufactures out of the 
South, to have the raw materials of the 
South sent elsewhere for manufacturing. 
For the Eastern territory contains slightly 
more than one-half of the population of the 
United States, and manufacturers obviously 
want to be where the freight rates & 
most of their customers are lowest. 


The roads hold that truck transportation 
is more serious in the heavily populated 
Eastern territory than in the South, so that 
rates within the Eastern territory must be 


kept low. Other factors also are different 
—for instance, sending freight cars back to 
the point of origin empty. The volume of 
traffic is much greater in the East; so are 
the average number of tons per freight 
car and the average number of cars per 
freight train. In particular, the roads point 
out, the most profitable classes of freight 


are relatively much greater in the East 
than in the South. Hence the rates for 
these classes can be lower in the East 


than in the South.

To which the South retorts that the roads 
would get more of these profitable freight 
classifications in the South if the rates 
were lower. And when the roads retort: 
“We fix the rates on each commodity 80 
as to get as much of it as we can, because 
we want as much traffic as we can ge 
the South answers: “You like to se 
Southern products manufactured in the 
East, because that means longer freight 
hauls for you. Also, the Southern roads are 
under the domination of the Eastern roads, 
who want manufacturing kept in their ter- 
ritory instead of moving elsewhere.” 

Whereupon the roads close the argument, 
or try to, by insisting that the country 
as a whole is injured, not aided, whea 
new industries are set up in one section 
only at the expense of industries already 
established in another section.

HOUGH he died saying that 
Tre were still “so many things 
to do,” the commanding influ- 
ence of Pius XI has only begun to 
e itself felt. In the deep dis- 
order of his time he discerned the 
t of the disorder; in the savage 
les of his time he defined the 
issue at the heart of the struggle; 
in the darkness and the confusion 
pe clarified the idea upon which 
the civilization of the West is found- 
ed, by which it, will be restored and 
rved. ) 


This idea is the mold in which 


Western civilization has been 
gormed. It is that because he is 
endowed with reason and can, there- 
fore, choose between falsehood and 
he truth, man is an inviolable soul; 
that because he is an inviolable soul, 
man must never be treated as if 
he were & thing; and he can never 
finally surrender to arbitrary un- 
reason and to brute force. Upon 
this conception of man depend all 
the institutions of Western civiliza- 
tion: The true liberty of the indi- 
yidual, the very conception of law, 
the grounds Cf justice, and unity 
among rational persons, 
+ . . 


The pontificate of Pius XI was 
one long protest against the denial 
of this conception of man. He pro- 
tested in Russia, in Mexico, in 
Spain, in Germany, in Italy; what 
made the protest an influence which 
will shape the course of history was 
that it rose out of a clear under- 
standing of that faith which, de- 
spite all the political and sectarian 
and dogmatic differences that di- 
vide them, is the basic and urliversal 
faith of Western men, 

Thus he made plain to the dis- 
cerning what will eventually become 
clear to almost all—that the essen- 
tial issue is not between Fascism 
and Communism, not between au- 
thoritarianism and democracy, not 
between liberty and order, not be- 
tween license and discipline, but be- 
tween the faith which affirms and 
the heresies which deny that men 
are inviolable, responsible, rational 
nd free. Because he defined the 
real issue at the center of the whole 
immense disorder, Pope Pius XI ex- 
ercised a spiritual influence beyond 
that of any Pope in modern times. 

Though in many parts of the 
world his church is persecuted, it is 


the fact, and experience will 

it, that under his guidance ‘to Soci. 
dations have become stronger and 
more nearly un'-ersal than they 
have been for several centuries. Not 
for many generations has the moral 
energy of his church been so abun- 
dant; not for a long age has its in- 
tellectual life been so vigorous, so 
clarifying and so creative. 

Pius XI was equal to the historic 
test which he was called upon to 
meet. For he had the inner virtue 
of great men which is that, when 
they are put the test, they k nev 
how to draw from that which is 
most essential in tradition the un- 
derstanding and the power to meet 
the test. 

. . . 

An uninspired and mediocre man 
might easily have fallen into con- 
fusion and weakness. But this Pope 
was a great man. And so, as the 
disorder developed, he drew from 
that which is most fundamental and 
most universal in the tradition of 
his church the capacity to see 
clearly and the strength to speak 
resolutely. 

For that he is venerated in every 
land, Because of that, the Prime 
Minister of Great Britain paid him 
a visit, not as a matter of perfunc- 
tory courtesy but of acknowledg- 
ment that he represented that con- 
ception of human life which civil- 
ized men cannot and will not sur- 
render, 

That visit was an event without 
precedent in modern times, and its 
symbolic significance was immense. 
For in making that visit, the Prime 
Minister acted on behalf of all those 
who, though they have different 
creeds, have one faith. He was ex- 
pressing their gratitude to the 
Pontiff who had declared its faith 
to a world that had almost lost it 
but is increasingly aware that the 
world must return to it. For this 
Pius XI will be long remembered, 
since his influence will long be 
felt.

And so when in the future men 
come to define the place of Pius XI 
in history, they will perhaps say 
that he was in modern times the 
most Catholic, in the sense of the 
most universal, defender of the 
faith that makes men civilized.

NOTHER period piece, another 
A comeay drama from the shirt- 

waist era has been added to the 
repertory of Cornelia Otis Skinner, 
the talented solo actress, This 
one happens to be a revival of Ber- 
nard Shaw's “Candida,” it began 
its run at the American Theater 
last: night and Miss Skinner ap- 
pears for the first time with a sup- 
porting cast, 

Now on a road tour before going 
to Broadway, “Candida” is in the 
very pink of condition. Donald 
Oenslager’s set is more descriptive 
of life in the residence of the Lon- 
don clergyman than the detailed 
discussion Shaw himself gave to 
the subject. Costumes are as fresh 
and unworn as the truths Shaw 
wrote into the play back in the 
‘90s. 

Yet the primary interest in the 
production is in Miss Skinner’s in- 
terpretation of the title role. Can- 
dida, in the judgment of many 
theatergoers, is the greatest Shaw 
heroine. Infinitely wise, immeasur- 
ably poised and tactful, Candida 
has been unique always for her ra- 
tional handling of a triangle prob- 
lem, that of having her husband, 
the Rev. Mr. Morell, and the young 
poet, Eugene Marchbanks, both in 
love with her and so familiar with 
the questions involved that:they 
discuss them in her presence. 

Truly, Candida is one of those 
great characters who can be every- 
thing for every actress. And all 
who have made fame in the role 
have done so because they made 
clear the Athena-likeness of the 
clergyman’s lovely wife, because 
they revealed the depth of her dis- 
cernment. It is surprising, there- 
fore, to observe how much of Miss 
Skinner’s interpretation is purely 
surface performance. 

Miss Skinner’s Candida exists in 
a way of clasping the hands, a way 
of striking a pose, the little clucks 
of laughter and such which have 
been devoted in the past to the 
actress’ Empress Eugenie, Edna 
Losser, Howland women and oth- 
ers. She seems not to have settled 
on a definite idea of Candida as 
separate from thes.. She does not 
dominate the play, as Candida 
should, by mere force of character. 

Onslow Stevens, that man of 
many parts in the movies and on 
the stage, has a little more of the 
Rev. Mr. Morell. Although far too 
preoccupied for that light of the 
pulpit, he has the vanity and es- 
sential dependence of the character. 
John Cromwell’s Marchbanks keys 
in with Shaw’s description of the 
poet but is too self-conscious to 
have the infernal impertinetce of 
Marchbanks. And it is that same 
infernal impertinence, characteris- 
tic of many intelligent and emo- 
tional youths and not exceedingly 
rare, which motivates the play. 

Last night’s audience found 
laughter in much of the third act 
and enjoyed Dorothy Sands’ tipsy 
scene as Prossy, the secretary, 
enough to applaud her exit.

Harvard President Addresses 
C. of C. — On Symposium 
Program — Dinner Tonight. 


James Bryant Conant, president 
of Harvard University, addressed 
the Chamber of Commerce, at lunch- 
eon at Hotel Statler today, on “The 
Role of American Universities in 


the Life of the Nation.” He dis- 
cussed the special functions of pri- 
vately endowed institutions, and the 
work of both private and state- 
supported institutions in fostering 
research. 

President Conant came here from 
Chicago today, for a regional meet- 
ing embracing the luncheon address, 
a mid-afternoon symposium, and a 
dinner of the Harvard Club at the 
University Club tonight. The din- 
ner, at the University Club, will 
be for Harvard men only. Dr. 
Conant will return to Cambridge, 
Mass., after the dinner. He is the 
guest of Edward Mallinckrodt Jr., 
16 Westmoreland place. 

Three other representatives of 
Harvard are scheduled to take part 
in the symposium at Hotel Chase 
at 3 p. m., on the theme, “What Is 
a Liberal Education in the Twen- 
tieth Century?” The other speak- 
ers are Dean Henry W. Holmes of 
the Harvard Graduate School of 
Education; Howard E. Wilson, as- 
sociate professor of education, and 
Dr. David M. Little, secretary of the 
university. The meeting is open 
to the public, 


Student Distribution. 

Advantages of privately endowed 
institutions, Dr. Conant said in his 
luncheon talk, are a better oppor- 
tunity for experimentation, less 
pressure for a large student body, 
and wider geographical distribution 
of students, making the larger en- 
dowed universities national centers 
and focal points for the breaking 
down of the sectional outlook. 

To fulfill their function, he said, 
the privately endowed institutions 
should have not only a wide geo- 
graphical distribution of students 
but a wide economic distribution, 
so that poor youths of ability and 
character shall not be deprived of 
their advantages for lack of money. 
This can only be done through cre- 
ation of scholarships, Dr. Conant 
said. He quoted the words of 
Thomas Jefferson, “Culling from 
every condition of our people the 
natural aristocracy of talent and 
virtue, and preparing it by educa- 
tion at the public expense for the 
care of the public concerns.” 

General <unctions. 

Speaking of the general func- 
tions of both privately and publicly 
supported institu:ions, President 
Co.ant said that all were concerned 
in the tasks of education and re- 
search. He expressed his own view 
as to the value of educational guid- 
ance, to find the talents of students 
and direct their studies into the 
proper channel, after which the 
chief job is to “get them to work 
hard.” 

Research, he said, has changed 
man’s ideas of the universe radical- 
ly in the last century. Speaking 
of the ultimate practical value of 
lines of research whicn may seem 
abstract and impractical, he cited 
the familiar instanc? «- Louis 
Pasteur’s discoveries, and the more 
recent discovery of neon and 
helium gases. 

The discovery of the gases came, 
he reminded his hearers, “because 
a professor in London University 
wasted his time worrying about a 
minute discrepancy in the weight 
of nitrogen taken from the air.” 
Geology is a newer science than 
many realize, he continued, citing 
the statement in a reference book, 
published in the 1830s, that the age 
of the earth was probably about 
4000 years. 

Secondary Education. 

In a talk with reporters at the 
Mallinckrodt home, President Con- 
ant discussed the problems of sec- 
ondary education, in which stu- 
dents who will not enter college are 
trained side by side with those con- 
templating a college course. The 
only answer to the problem which 
he could suggest was differentia- 
tion between the two classes of stu- 
dents, a method sometimes possible 
in cities, but difficult in small com- 
munities. 

He spoke also of the fellowships 
granted in the Harvard School of 
Public Administration, for the re- 
turn of men who have held govern- 
mental positions, and who act as 
consultants in advanced study of| 
political and social problems. A’ 
similar plan is followed in the Nie- 
man fellowships in journalism, insti- 
tuted last fall. 

Dr. Conant, 45 years old, succeed-| 
ed Dr. A. Lawrence Lowell as head' 
of Harvard in 1933. He was for-| 
merly professor of Chemistry.

OF ENCYCLOPEDIA, DIES 


‘Head of Columbia University 
Project to Aid “Young Lin- 
coins’ Succumbs at 69. 


By the Associated Presa. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—Dr. Clarke 
F. Ansley, editor-in-chief of the Co- 
lumbia University Press and editor 
of the 5,000,000-word Columbia En- 
cyclopedia, died today at his home 
at Solebury, Pa. 

His death, after an iliness of sev- 
eral months, was announced by Co- 
jumbia University. He was 69 years 
old, 


Born in Swedona, Ml, the son of 
a horse breeder, Dr. Ansley attended 
the University of Nebraska, receiv- 
ing an A. B. degree and a Phi Beta 
Kappa key at the age of 21. He 
married a classmate, Annie Childe 
of Lincoln, Neb., and after a year 
of teaching there he spent two years 
studying at the universities of Leip- 
zig, Heidelberg and Paris, c* 

From 1900 to 1917, he was head 
of the English department of the 
State University of Iowa, and from 
1911 to 1915 he was dean of the 
College of Fine Arts at the univer- 
sity. 

He retired from teaching for sev- 
eral years, raising horses on a farm 
near Lake Michigan, until, in 1921, 
he became editor of the New State, 
a labor paper. 

In 1927, after acting as editor and 
research worker for the Macmillan 
Co., Encyclopedia Britannica and 
the G. & C. Merriam Co., he 
evolved the idea of a one-volume 
encyclopedia designed, he said, to 
help the “young Lincolns” of today 
and tomorrow to’ overcome handi- 
caps in their attempts to gain an 
education, 

Surviving are his wife, Annie 
Childe Ansley; a daughter, Delight; 
and a son, Arthur.

I can't remember when I last saw a flour ad in a newspaper, and I 
chance a guess that, since home baking went out of style and the 
bakeries took over the work, the big milling companies have found it 
profitiess to advertise direct in anything like the old volume, although 
the grocers sometimes advertise flour incidentally. The packers’ prod- 
ucts are advertised, but to a large extent only indirectly in the an- 
nouncement of local dealers, chain or independent. Some candy com- 
panies advertise, but there are many small operators who do not,

NOWADAYS WASHINGTON is so big that it is impossible to dig 
our and print every item of news, and such incidents as these fines are 
unimportant by comparison with the political news. But aside from 
that, a people who consume vast amounts of food in greasy spoon res- 
taurants which do not advertise and always carry on their own hands 
the germs of awful ills cannot be menaced very seriously by occasional 
errors in the preparation and marketing of quantity goods. 

I will lay a little bet that my correspondent’s own hands are as 
dangerous to his health after he has run them along the hand-rail of 
a subway station or handled a nickel as the flour, ham and candy 
were. I would ask whether he has ever read any of those fearsome 
stories about the germ-carrying activities of the ordinary house fly 
and whether he always throws out, as unfit for consumption, a whole 
bowl of sugar because a fly had made a landing in the midst of it. 
We always had a flour bin when I was young, and occasionally a 
mouse would be found romping around in it. Did we throw out 50 
or 100 pounds of flour just for that? Like hell we did, and neither did 
any of the neighbors. And though we all occasionally ate flour which 
was contaminated in the same way as the milling company’s error 
which was caught and penalized by the law, there were no plagues in 
our town nor any ills attributed to the presence or activities of mice in 


flour.

I THINK PEOPLE’S germ-resistance must be very high if all we 
are told about vast settlements of horrible germs abiding in uncovered 
sugar bowls and butter dishes, in the talons of flies, in half-washed 
dishes and eating tools in restaurants and in the very air we breathe 
and on everything we touch in cities. If the resistance were not high 
we all would have been dead long ago—than which worse ideas might 
be conjured, at that. 

A person who goes around wearing rubber gloves and a ‘flu mask 
and tests his food and eating vessels under a microscope may step off 
a curb and be fatally nudged in the flask by a cargo truck. What is 
the idea, anyway? Do such people want to live forever, and what fun 


is living amid such haunting fears?

ASE L-132: Jason D., aged 38, is a successful business man. 
C: just got a letter from my younger brother,” he told me over 

the phone this afternoon. “He is married and has two youngsters, 
but has never held any job very long. I’ve been paying off notes on 
which he defaulted and have had to lend 
him money and get him out of numerous 
financial jams ever since he entered college. 
Today he tells me he has embezzled near- 
bes $300 in collections which he has taken in, 
while working for his present employer. 
He writes a peremptory letter telling me 
I should send him the money, and saying 
that his children were hungry, etc. 

“He seems to think because I have no 
youngsters that I cannot appreciate his 
problems. All his life he has been some- 
what belligerent, feeling that he never had 
a chance, and that he has been abused. 
Recently he has been saying I am highhat 
and don’t do anything for my parents, despite the fact I send my Dad 
$35 every month. I'm just about fed up with him, What should I 
do, Dr. Crane?”

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DIAGNOSIS: Some years ago I had interviewed Jason's younger 
brother at Jason's request, and I detected the young man’s feeling that 
he was abused and that the world owed him a living. Jason came to 
Chicago 20 years ago and made a success by hard work. The first 
two years he and his wife lived on $50 per month, skimping and 
stretching each dollar to the utmost. They lived within their income, 
and didn't steal or write home demanding money from their parents. 
Now they have a good income, which makes them the recipients of 
frequent “touches” by the younger brother. 


Jason said he would gladly advance his brother money if he had 
honored previous loans, but he has lent him from $50 to $500 on 
several previous occasions, and has never received a penny in return. 
Moreover, the younger brother takes the attitude that Jason ought to 
be glad to furnish him money. This is a dangerous mental] state 
for anybody to reach. Thousands of relief families are developing the 
same vicious psychological outlook. 


O—O—— 


PARENTS are usually at fault when their children become crim- 
inals, They permit their youngsters to default or violate rules without 
making them pay the penalty. Thus, the children develop the habit 
of imposing on others withoyt expecting to repay. Then they extend 
this process and take advantage of their brothers and sisters. They 
next borrow from friends. Finally, they “borrow” from society, as by 
embezzling funds, But this is called a crime, and society steps in by 
means of the police. 

Actually, however, it is no more a crime than to borrow from 
parents, brothers or sisters, and never repay. If parents permit such 
crimes to occur repeatedly within the family circle, they are only 
educating their children in dangerous habits which may eventually 
lead to jail. 

Morality and menawality are habits. A sim is a product of years 
of stealing from his parents and relatives as well as society. In Jason's 
dilemma, however. I recommended that he make good this first 
public crime of his brother, and point out the latter‘s danger. After

Problem of Proper Clothes 
to Wear at 5:30 P. M., 
-Wedding Reception.

Dear Mrs. Post: 

Y husband and I are invited to 
M a wedding reception at the 

house of socially prominent 
people. The wedding is taking place 
before only the immediate families 
at the church at 5 o'clock, and the 
reception is to follow immediately. 
What kind of clothes do you sug- 
gest for both of us? That is, is 5:30 
too early for evening clothes? Are 
people who are invited to the re- 
ception expected to arrive on the 
stroke of half past five, or if we 
waited until 6 o’clock could we ap- 
pear in evening clothes? The dress- 
ing question is not so difficult for 
me, of course, since women’s clothes 
are more adjustable, but what about 
my poor husband? 
Answer: The question of clothes 
at a half past five o’clock wedding 
reception can never be answered 
with certainty. In this particular 
case, however, since the ceremony 
is to have very few witnesses and 
the reception is to be very general, 
evening clothes would seem to me 
the obvious choice. If the invita- 
tions to the ceremony had been gen- 
eral and the reception for the fam- 
ily alone, then daytime clothes 
would have seemed the better 
choice. 


Dear Mrs. Post: Is an afternoon 
tea for 60 people considered a big 
party? That is, should there be a 
real receiving line, or would it be 
more suitable for the hostess to go 
forward and greet new arrivals and 
to put the guest of honor in the 
care of members of her family who 
would then see that strangers are 
taken up to where she is sitting 
to be introduced? 


Answer: In this case you could 
do whichever is more convenient for 
you and whichever you think the 
guest of honor would enjoy more. 
However, it seems to me that if 
she stands beside you she has no 
chance to talk with anyone who 
is introduced to her. On the other 
hand, if she stands (or sits) some- 
where else, you and other members 
of your family can introduce a few 
persons at a time and seat them 
around her, 


Dear Mrs. Post: When people 
call, am I supposed to say “Come 
again” as they leave, or are they 
supposed to invite me before I urge 
them to come back? 


Answer: There is no rule about 
this. Since actually it would be 
your turn to go to see them, they 
would probably say, “We hope 
you'll come to see us very soon.” If 
you are an invalid, you would urge, 
“Do come in to see me again soon.” 
But as a rule it is not necessary to 
say anything like this excepting 
perhaps, “Thank you for céming to 
see me,” to those who leave, and to 
which the other person says, “I 
hope you'll come to see me soon.” 
All these phrases of politeness are a 
curious mixture of form on the one 
hand, and impulse on the other. 
Failing in impulse, we use the me- 
chanical form, but if we have an 
impulse to say something else, then 
we say that.

IR JAMES BARRIE called it

tinction. The sage calls it appeal. 
with a state of mind, and induces 
strong enough to make men jump 
Now this state of mind is large- 


ly self-confidence, which is a very. 


different thing from vanity. Van- 
ity is over-assurance—a calm as- 
sumption of the divine right of 
beauty—an attitude that is irritat- 
ing to men and women alike, 
the other hand, an inferiority com- 
plex makes others as uncomfortable 
as it does the complexee. 

But self-confidence is something 
else again—a feeling of pride in 
the job you’ve done on yourself, 
It makes for gaiety which is attrac- 
tive, It begets poise. And poise 
prevents working at being attrac- 
tive. 

The French woman of breeding 
sits back serenely and lets men dis- 
cover her. Of course we can’t go 
around simply willing men to swoon 
at our feet. This state of mind 
needs outward expressions through 
beauty culture, costume and car- 
riage. 

To begin with beauty culture, if 
we can manage to look at ourselves 
objectively as mannequins do, we 
need not worry about other people’s 
assets. We know we can do a lot 
with our own. When we have fin- 
ished the requisite grooming of 
hair and hands and skin, if we have 
some feature that is not conven- 
tionally beautiful, we can take the 
bull by the horns and stress that 
feature; make it an arresting accent 
more exciting than static, conven- 
tional perfection. 

Ilka Chase once pointed out that 
the glamor girls are never pretty. 
They are interesting and that, of 
course, is the modern ideal of 
beauty. People are just beginning 
to realize the truth of this principle 
although it always has been true. 

Gloria Swanson was urged to 
have her non-conforming nose 
made over. If she had agreed, she 
probably would have escaped no- 
tice altogether. Katharine Hep- 
burn, who certainly is not lacking 
in self-confidence, stressed her gen- 
erous, drooping mouth with makeup 
that made it even more so. Garbo, 
whose straight hair presented a 
problem, finally let it hang in the 
long bob that was copied from 
coast to coast. 

So remember: today nobody need 
be unattractive or old, The beauty 
salons can do anything. One of the 
smartest women in the internation- 
al set boasts that she is the ugliest 
woman in Paris. She swears she 
looks like a monkey. But actually, 
she has made her irregular features 
provocative to the point of fascina- 
tion. 

So, you see? The more discour- 
aging your features, the greater the 
challenge to your ingenuity and 
taste, and the more potential dis- 


: 


tinction you have to work with. 
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Next, as to costume; we can ex- 
press our love of beauty and culti- 
vate that expensive look that is due 
our well-kept complexions and hair 
and hands and figures. All this 
helps to make us feel desirable, and 
look it. Of course, it is up to the 
individual to decide just where to 
draw the line; just where rank ex- 
travagance begins for her. 

But bear in mind that out-and- 
out frivolity is not wasteful if it 


bolsters up your ego. Psychologists 
are beginning to realize that these 
things are necessary to feminine 
mental health. They’re much more 
effective than tonics and so much 
easier to take. Perfumes give you 
vaue received when they give you 
a lift. Furs are worth more than 
the actual warmth they provide if 
they make you feel distinguished. 
A bit of good jewelry is worth the 
price if it helps your morale. 
* . * 

VEN the luxuries that don’t 
E show at all are worth the price 

of their admission into this 
country from nations that have a 
better understanding of women. A 
woman’s frivolous indulgences—her 
bath salts that bubble like cham- 
pagne, her body lotion for a stimu-

You ought not to depend on 
your clothes for your beauty. 

Sending girls to dancing school 
teaches them to manage their feet, 
and gymnasiums help their pos- 
tures.
